Reichstag council of elders today 
voted down a motion for the con-

WASHINGTON, July 23.-(XP) 


President Hoover said today the 
London 
conference 
had 
"laid 


sound foundations for the estab. 
llshmcnt of stability in Germany." 


The program adopted by the 


conference, he said, supplements 
the suspension 
of inter-govern 


mental debts already in effect. 


"The combined effect," he add- 


ed, "should 
enable the German 


people with their resources, indus- 
try and courage, to overcome the 
temporary difficulties and restore 
their credit." 
At the same time the President 


forwarded telegrams of congratu- 
lations to Secretaries Stlmson and 
Mellon, who conducted the Ameri- 
can negotiations in London. 


The President said:

PRESENT PLIGHT AMERICAN 


RAILROADS DUE PARTLY TO 


THE GENERAL DEPRESSION 


By SEYMOUR BERKSON 
(Copyright, 1931, By The Associat- 


ed Press),) 


NEW YORK, July 23.—(/Pi—The 
present 
plight of the American 


railroads was in part precipitated 
by the depression which struck 
the United States at the end of 
1029. 


Until then, the railroads had 
managed 
to get along, partially

freight business 
for the steady 
loss of passenger traffic. 


But once the thunderbolt struck 
Wall Street and its resounding ef- 
fect began to be felt throughout 
the nation, freight revenues took 
a nose dive and the railroads 
found themselves balanced peril- 
ously on a financial tight rope. 


Not only have falling revenues 
caused a sharp drop in rail sto^-kp, 
but investment experts say that 
the stability of $5,748,500,000 worth 
of railroad bonds has been so im- 
paired they are threatened with 
being taken off the legal lifts of 
investments approved 
for insur- 
ance companies and savings banks. 


And that is the picture which 
rail officials have been presnting 
before

Iheir S. O. S. for a 15 per cent 
freight rate increase. 
Such an increase, the railroads 


maintain, would' provide enough 
additional revenue to

mum and 22 cents maximum. 


On June 20 the Magnolia com- 
pany posted a 35 cent flat rate for 
Oklahoma City oil and has main- 
tained that price despite the new 
low schedules. 


Oil men throughout .the state 
and especially at Oklahoma City, 
who have' led the fight to shut 
down the flush pools of Oklahoma 
because of the price, were cheer- 
ed by the Continental's announce- 
ment.

Fall was immediately taken to a 
private room in the prison hospit- 
al. Dr. J. H. Gambrell. his per-

AUSTIN, "jiily 22.—(/P)— 


Governor Ross S. Sterling 
today told an investigating 
committee of the state sen- 
ate, 
called into special ses- 


sion to consider the oil situ- 
ation, that the industry 
in woeful circumstances due 
to 
overproduction. 
He 
said 
it 


was up to the legislators to rem- 
edy the condition. 


Appearing not as a wltneas but 


at the invitation of the body, which 
only today began its inquiry into 
the entire situation in the hope of 
learning just what was the mat- 
ter and how to correct it, the gov- 
ernor was applauded as he was 
escorted to the front of the senate 1 
chamber and declined the clreir 
placed for him. 


"I had rather stand," he said 


gravely, as he began his discussion. 


"It is quite a little while," 
he 


said in the beginning, "since I 
was active in the oil business and 
conditions have changed a lot, of 
course, since then. I think the oil 
industry Is suffering more than all 
others—more than agriculture. Oil 
should sell at a dollar a barrel; it 
is selling, nevertheless, at 10 cents. 


"Every other oil producing slat.- 


has conservation laws—laws they 
claim are enforceable. 
I believe 


it very necessary we have some 
sort of legislation whereby the in- 
dustry may be relieved. 


'I have given this situation 
a 


great dual of thought," he went on. 
His manner lightened a trifle as 
he added: 


''I believe the 
legislature will 


work out something that will be 
beneficial-'1 


"Primarily and fundamentally I 
am opposed to to much gov^rn- 
mer.t in business.
